Col 
Avery of the Atlanta Constitution, who “stepped 
into " the Convention, says : 

“We found a goodly attendance of all colors. 
The proceedings were*very well conducted. The 
onler was excellent, the members kept their seats, 
the presiding officer seemed to know parliamentry 
law verv well, and was impartial. The truth is, 
we have seen deliberative bodies of white men 
conducted worse. . 

“ Jeff Long, a straw-colored, sharp looking, well 
dressed negro, seemed the ruling spirit” 

It was a working Convention, rather than a talking 
Convention, and In that respect was a great im¬ 
provement over former Conventions. The leaders 
seemed to realize the importance of the work that 
they had undertaken, and like sensible men they 
worked more thau they talked. It was in fact, 
Convention of colored men. Everything was done 
by colored men. It is true that there 
white delegate present, by the name of Fitzpatrick, 
but he was an uneducated man of little ability, and 
he evidently exerted little influence In the Conven¬ 
tion. AA’e believe that he was not appointed on 
any committee, so that colored men arc entitled to 
the credit of managing the Convention, and writing 
the reports, resolutions, etc. This whole move¬ 
ment originated with colored men, and bus been 
conducted by them ; thus proving their ability to 
manage their own affairs. 

The principal reason given by Hie enemies of | 
this labor movemeut for opposing it was Hint the 
leaders Intended to regulate the price of labor in 
the State, and that by attempting to do so they 
would do much harm. AVe have never believed 
that it was the intention of Mr. Long and ids friends 
to attempt to control prices, but rather to Improve 
the condition of laboring men and let prices be 
regulated by the demand for laborers and the sup¬ 
ply. AA’e were correct, as the proceedings of the 
ConvenUon prove. An attempt was made by some 
delegates to fix a price for the labor of plantaHon 
hands, but it was opposed by Mr. Long, Mr. Tur¬ 
ner and other influential leaders, who were almost 
unanimously sustained by the Convention. 

The great object which the leaders had in view, 
as developed by the proceedings, was to improve 
<ke condition of colored laboring men—in a word, 

<o make them better citizens. How can any good 

* itizen of Georgia oppose such a movement ? Are 
colored men ignorant ? It is proposed to educate 
'hem and make them more intelligent. Are any 
vicious ? it is proposed to make them good citi¬ 
zens, if jiossible, and thus promote the interests of] 
Georgia, such a movement must receive the 
sympathy, if not the active cooperation of every 
Rood citizen.

OROAN1ZATION OF AN ASSOCIATION OF EX¬ 
OFFICERS AND ENLISTED MEN OF THE 
THIRTY-THIRD UNITED STATES COLORED 
INFANTRY. 

From the N. Y. Herald, Nov. 11. 

During the late war, as is well known, the gov¬ 
ernment deemed it expedient to raise and equip a 
number of regiments of colored volunteer troops 
for service. In these regiments the field, staff and 
line officers were white men and the non-commis¬ 
sioned staff and rank and file colored men, the 
larger proportion of the latter being freedmen and 
negroes who had escaped from their masters during 
tho hostilities. Yesterday a rather novel experi¬ 
ment was made in this city by the formation of an 
association of ex-members of the Thirty-third 
United States colored infantry (formerly First 
South Carolina volunteers), without regard to past 
rank in the command, it is presnmed, and, there¬ 
fore, without restriction as to color. The gentle¬ 
men who assumed the task of thus harmonizing the 
races to some extent assembled at noon in one of | 
the parlors of the Astor House, several colored 
gentlemen being among the number. 

The meeting was strictly private, members of 
the press being excluded. The following constitu¬ 
tion was drawn and adopted : 

CONSTITUTION. 


Article 1. This association shall be composed of the 
former officers and soldiers of the Thirty-third United 
States colored troops (formerly First South Carolina vol¬ 
unteers ), and Us object shall be to perpetuate the asso¬ 
ciations of military service and secure mutual sympathy 
and aid hereafter. 

Art. 2. Any honorably discharged officer or soldier of 
the regiment may become a member of this associaUon 
upon application to the secretary and the payment Of an 
admission fee of two dollars. 

Art. 3. The officers of this association shall he a presi¬ 
dent, vice-president and secretary, (who shall also act as 
treasurer), and a committee of arrangements of three. 

Art. 4. A book shall tie kept by the secretary, in | 
which shall be recorded the address of all former officers 
of the regiment, and all officers who may hereafter 
change their residence are requested to notify the secre¬ 
tary.' 

Art. j. The annual meeting shall take place on the 
10th of November of each year.

pronouncing upon the guilt or innocence of indi¬ 
viduals alleged to be dishonest, but too frequently 
because they are personally or politically obnoxi¬

It is my duty and determination to use all the 
means at my disposal to put a stop to proceedings 
that may lead to such deplorable results, and with 
this purpose I have summoned to the aid of the 
peace officers of said county the armed police of | 
the State. Should this be insufficient in arresting 
and suppressing these illegal proceedings, however 
much I may regret the necessity, I shall place the 
County of Sumter under martial law, and invoke 
the entire power of the State in reestablishing the 
supremacy of the law. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my hand 
and caused the Great Seal of the State to be 
affixed at Colombia this eighth day of No¬

WHAT IS BEING DONE IN NEBRASKA. 


OUTRAGES IN SUMTER , S. C. 


AVhbreas, information* has been received at this 
Department that portions of the county of Sumter, 
in said State, are infested by bands of lawless and 
unprincipled men, who, under pretext of suppress¬ 
ing illicit traffic in cotton, have willfully and mali¬ 
ciously set fire to and consumed the storehouses of | 
citizens, and openly avow their determination of 
perpetrating similar outrages upon the property of 
others, unless the threatening notices served upon 
them by these wrong-doers are prompUy obeyed; 
and whereas, these unlawful parties are regularly 
organized, armed and mounted, and disguised in 
fantastic costumes, prowl about at night in bodies 
too strong to be confronted or arrested by the 
peace officers of the county, and this in deroga¬ 
tion of the laws, in violation of the peace and good 
order of the community, and the jeopardizing of 
the lives and property of its citizens. 

Now, therefore, I, Robert K. Scott, Governor of 
the State of South. Carolina, do hereby issue this, 
my proclamation, enjoining and directing all Ma¬ 
gistrates, Sheriffs, and other officers of the peace, 
in said County of Sumter, to be faithful, vigilant 
and active in the upholding of the laws and in the 
discharge of their duties, and especially in ferret¬ 
ing out and bringing to punishment the perpetra¬ 
tors of these nefarious outrages ; and I would earn¬ 
estly invoke the aid of the law-abiding citizens of] 
the county, of those who have an interest in its rep¬ 
utation and prosperity, that they will discounte- 


From the Delaware TrIbtme. 

The Indians of Nebraska are gathered upon 
six reservations. They include the Santee Sionx, 
who are located in the Northwestern section of the 
State, on the Missouri River, at the mouth of the 
Niobarah ; the AViunebagoes, who are also upon 
the Missouri, some twenty miles south of Sioux 
City ; the Omahas, whoso location immediately ad- 
that of the AVinitebagoes; the Iowas, and 
Sacs and Foxes, who occupy the Great Nemaha 
reservation in the extreme South-eastern corner 
of the State, on the Missouri, and Kansas line ; the 
Otoe and Missouri tribe, located on a reservation 
just west of the preceding; and the Pawnees, 
whose reservation is near the line of the Pacific 
Railroad, about 110 miles west of Omaha. 

These six localities have each an agent, who re¬ 
sides, witli his family, on the reservation, and is 
charged with tbe oversight of the Indians, and the 
discharge of the duties assumed on their behalf byl 
Hie United States Government For the Sautee 
Sioux, Asa M. Janney, of A’irginia, is Agent; for 
the AYlunebagoes, noward White, of New Jersey 
for the Omahas, Dr. Edward Painter, of Harford 
County, Maryland; for the Great Nemaha, Thomas 
Lightl'oot, of Montgomery County, Pennsylvania ; 
(or the Otoes, Albert Green, of Media, Pennsylva¬ 
nia ; for the Pawnees, Jacob M. Troth, of A’ir¬ 
ginia. 

All these are uuder the general care of Samnel 
M. Janney. Superintendent, who is located at 
Omaha He and they were appointed in pursu¬ 
ance of what has become known as the “ Quaker 
Indian Policy,” of President Grant, and they are 
all members of the Society of Friends, having 
been recommended by the Indian Committee of 
New York, Philadelphia, and Baltimore Yearly 
Meetings. They have been at work since last 
May and June. 

From a recent visit to Nebraska, we are able to 
say, by authority, that in the very difficult work of 
improving the condition of these Indians, a decid¬ 
edly encouraging progress has been made, by Sup¬ 
erintendent Janney and his Agents. The disposi¬ 
tion to adopt Hie manners of civilized life has shown 

marked increase. In the goods,famished annually 
by the Government, tbe lists of which are desig¬ 
nated by the Indians,there will be almost a total dis¬ 
appearance of guns, banting knives, etc., etc., next 
year, and a substitution of agricultural tools and 
implements. The amount of drunkenness, which 
prevailed in some of tbe tribes, is very much de¬ 
creased. By the example of the Agents, who are 
all practical farmers, the men are growing more 
willing to labor, and the division of land into small 
farms, to be allotted to individuals, is steadily going 

, There is a much greater disposition to remain 

the reservations, and very much less straggling 
away to visit the white towns and settlements. The 
industrial schools for the children are progressing 
successfully, and those who conduct them enter¬ 
tain no doubt of their ability to educe good and in¬ 
dustrious men and women from the Indian char¬ 
acter. 

The condition of the adults can certainly be im¬ 
proved, and it is, at this time, improving; whlie 
the generation growing up can be civilized, and 
the training for that result is successfully progress¬ 
ing. 

Superintendent Janney and his family occupy a 
pleasant little cottage in the Western part of] 
Omaha. Somebody who visited them expressed 
some surprise to find their home so modest, but 
Friend Janney sufficiently explained that he ex¬ 
pected to live on his salary from the Government, 

I do not say that that has not been the custom, 
hitherto, but I have grave suspicions on the sub- 
| ject. He has just returned from a tour throughout 
the State, the second he has made since his ap¬ 
pointment, to visit each reservation. The occa¬ 
sion of his second visit was to pay the Government 
annuities, a tedious and responsible duty, requir¬ 
ing the care and disbursement of large sums. The 
trip, too, costs no little time and trouble, the dis¬ 
tance to be traversed being in several instances re¬ 
mote from railroads. 

The Santee Sioux are probably the most ad- j 
vanced in civilization. They were removed from! 


for sotae years, and the conversions to the Christian 
faith Sp numerous. William AA’elsh, of Philadel¬ 
phia, toscribes, in a recent pamphlet, his visit to 
the Episcopal chapel, where an Indian appeared in 
his surplice, ia the pulpit, to conduct the services, 
and a yjpmng Indian student of theology preached 
the sermon. The audience were exceedingly at- 
tentivijfrand devout, and the whole scene very 
affecting. The secular and Sabbath schools by 
these rfcssons are now in active existence, and still 
others Save been established by the daughters of ] 
Agent Janney. The condition of the women, which 
among the Indians, generally, is very low, is in 
this tribe more encouraging. They desire to adopt 
civilized dress, and in their list of next year’s good 
ask for many articles of feminine apparel, such as 
ribbons, tape, buttons, thread, “sun-downs,” hats, 
and “ bilmorals. ” Hoop skirts were also proposed 
by som-, but by the influence of their advisers 
they d- .pped them from the list at present! 

The -Y ervation of these Indians is not eligibly 
locate!:, na .uou oituation could be materially im¬ 
proved f-. me ::uie change, which Superintendent 
Janney i now about seenring. AYater has to be 
brought i long distance, from the Missouri, to the 
villages, .while an excellent mill stream may be had 
some miles to the Westward. Most of the Santee 
men wear the American dress, and can speak 
English. They have given up their characteristic 
“dances," such as marked their savage state. 

The AVSnnabagoes are not so far advanced, and 
they sifier, at present, from poverty. Rations 
have to be dealt ont to them every week, bat the 
Agent is making vigorous exertions to have 
enough crops raised to maintain them. Three 
hundred acres of land are being broken np for 
wheat, and some attention will be given to raising 
catUe. This tribe numbers about 1300 persons. 

Concerning the Omahas, we have already, 
through the letter of Dr. Painter, and his wife, 
given pretty full particulars. They number about 
1,000, and are said to be the finest looking of the 
Nebraska Indians. 

The tribes on the Great Nemaha reservation 
number as follows: Sacs and Foxes, 70 ; Iowas, 
about 228., They occupy distinct reservations of 
land, but are all under one charge. Of these tribes, 
many are mixed blood, and very few pure Indians. 
One of the most interesting and remarkable men 
among all the Indians of this Superintendency, is 
Joseph Tesson, an Omaha. His mother is still 
living, aged over a hundred. He is of French- 
Indian blood, and a man of considerable intel¬ 
ligence. Friend Janney ventured to eat a meal with 
him, upon the occasion or bis recent visit, and 
fonnd the experiment a safe one, ns it probably 
would be la very few other Indian lodges. Joseph 
has two wives, the daughters of a “real chief— 
AVhite Cloud. The elder of the two, Eliza, is 
probably thirty years old, and is the working wife, 
while Sarah, twenty-five, is the favorite. The lnt- 
described to me as quite a handsome 
woman, with intelligent face, and pretty figure. 
She received some education at a mission school, 
and speaks good English. Her dress was neat 
and tasteful, and she conducted my informant with 
much pride tlcpugh the vegetable and flower gar¬ 
dens belonging to her husband’s home. 

Among the people of this agency, drnnkenness 
had betn sadly prevalent, previous to the arrival 
of AgeU Lightroot, and he had directed earnest 
efforts to repress the vice. A police force has 
been appointed, with instructions to report every 
case ofintoxication, and, at the same time, a tem- 
peranei society was formed. The result has been 
so far wtisfactory that up to this time only one 
offender has been reported by the police, and bo, 
by a nominal punishment, has probably been duly 
admonished for the future. 

The causes of onr Indian troubles,'which it is 
now well ascertained, wore almost invariably due 
to the bad faith aud duplicity of our own people, 
and especially our officials, are well indicated in 
the care of the Indians at this Agency. Their 
chiefs were taken to AVaahington, last winter, and 
a sale of their present lands agreed upon, at rates 
much below their actual value. The terms of the 
treaty have become known and great dissatisfac¬ 
tion is expressed. AYe shall state the particulars 
of this case, more folly, in another article.

The joint delegation, consisting of Benjamin 
Hallo well, of Baltimore yearly meeting ; Franklin 
Haines, of New York yearly meeting, and John 
H. Dudley and Joseph Powell, of Philadelphia 
yearly meeting, appointed by the general com¬ 
mittees of those places to visit the Indians under 
of Friends in the Northern SuperintenJ 
dency in the State of Nebraska, having returned 
have made a report of their observations. Daring 
their travels they visited the Pawnee agency, the 
Iowas, Sacs and Foxes, Great Nemahaw reserva¬ 
tion, the Otoes, and Missouri, the Santee Sionx, 
Winnebago and Omaha agencies. In regard to 
the general condition, habits and manners of the 
Indians, the report reviews the usual mode of liv¬ 
ing, aud considers that one of the first efforts 
should be directed to a change in this respect 
The delegation consider the cause of the high rate 
of mortality among the Indians not from any want 
of material affection, but simply from the want of 
light, fresh air aud cleanliness in their dwelling 
places. In addition to answering these require¬ 
ments they suggest the necessity of a hospital at 
each reservation to accommodate all the sick, and 
well supplied with nurses and attendants, friends, 
Sisters of Charity, under the charge of a suitable 
female graduate of medicine, as matron aud resi¬ 
dent physician. On the subject of schools the re¬ 
port says that teachers understanding the Indian 
tongue are most needed ; that otherwise teaching 
Indians is a slow and tedious business; that in 
course of time teachers will be required to know 
the language of the tribe with which they are asso¬ 
ciated. 

In summing up their report the delegation sug¬ 
gest the following means of improving the Indians, 
based upon information derived in their investiga¬ 
tions :—The national government to comply faith¬ 
fully and liberally with all its treaty stipulations 
with the different tribes; the Indians to be no 
more removed from their present reservations in 
Nebraska ; to award the Indians personal rights, 
without which they can never folly appreciate the

their reservations ; that no more land of any of the 
Indian reservations should be sold at present, and 
that some plan should be devised by which, when it I 
is sold, a control for a limited period by a judicious 
commission should be exercised over the character 


dustrial schools should be inaugurated to teach, 
besides a school education, the mechanic arts to 

he males ; household duties, knitting and sewing 
ro the iemales ; that the Indians should be tau-ht 
the English language prominentlv to prepare them 
for citizenship ; that the Indians should be supplied 
with teams and tools to break up their prairie land, 
to haul lumber, build houses and perform other 
duties of a similar character, under the supervision 
of a competent and judicious person, to encourage 
and instruct them. With these things supplied, 
the delegation in their report express their opinion 
that in a few years all the Indians menUoned would 
be self-supportiDg : that they would occupy a re¬ 
spectable position in civilization, enlightment and 
citizenship, and be powerful auxiliaries for extend¬ 
ing civilization, enlightment and peaceful relations 
with the various tribes of the AYestern Indians, till 
all would be brought to experience the benign in¬ 
fluences of our national government and become 
its intelligent aud law-abiding citizens. The dele¬ 
gation were satisfied with the condition of things 
as a beginning, but hope to accomplish more as 
their work pr ogresses. 

LO! THE POOR INDIAN.

At Baltimore, one evening last week, we had the 
pleasure of hearing a lecture by Benjamin Hallo- 
well, of Alexandria, Ya., upon the condition, char¬ 
acter, habits and peculiarities of the Indians. Dur¬ 
ing the past summer he. in company with several 
other distinguished members of the Society of 
Friends, paid a visit to the several Indian Agen¬ 
cies in the Northern Superintendency. Our read¬ 
ers will remember that at the suggestion of the 
President, communication was opened with the In¬ 
dian Bureau, resulting in the establishing of a 
Snperintendency under the charge of Samnel M. 
Janney, and the appoinUng of Agencies, all under 
the charge of Friends. These Agents have located 
upon the several Reservations in Minnesota, Ne¬ 
braska and Kansas, and from the report given by 
Friend Hallowell they are accomplishing a good 
work—one tending to the educating and civilizing 
of the Indian. 

The lecture was full of interest, and the large 
and intelligent audience that heard it went away 
not only with a better knowledge of the condition 
and wants of our red brothers, but deeply Impressed 
with tbe importance of the great work in which 
these Friends are engaged. We shall take oc¬ 
casion in future numbers of our paper to refer to 
some interesting facte and statistics bearing upon 
this subject. 

THE OUTRAGE OF THE PHILADELPHIA 
MALE MEDICAL STUDENTS.

The argument that women are not only fit to be 
physicians, but that female physicians are a social 
necessity, could have no better support than the 
late Infamous behavior of some of the male medi¬ 
cal students of this city to the lady students. The 
female students have been admitted to the cliuies 
held at the Pennsylvania Hospital, a valuable as¬ 
sistance in their studies On Saturday afternoon, 
as about thirty ladies were leaving the hospital, 
upwards of four hundred of tho male students 
formed a double line, through which the ladies 
were compelled to pass, taunted with hisses and 
sneers, and vulgar epithets and abuse. After run¬ 
ning this gauntlet they were followed into the 
street by some of the more brntal brutes, who did 
not cease their insults till they were frightened by 
the approach of a policeman. 

Sucli are the men who are hereafter to deal with 
life and death, to be trusted with the secrets of | 
families, and the advisers of American women, 
year or two and they will be formally licensed to go 
forth and prey upon society. The title of M. D. 
will give them respectable positions, which they 
only gain to disgrace. 

Last August, in an article upon the wild-cat 
medical institutions of this city, we pointed out 
the villainous character of many of the students 
who are attracted to Philadelphia by the ease with 
which diplomas can be obtained for money. AA’e 
asked : “How many persons have trembled at the 
sight of so large a mixture of boorish, animal- 
featured young men among the crowds of students 
who congregate in onr streets during the winter’s 
session. How many have asked themselves : Are 
these the yonng men who are entrusted with the J 
lives and the honor of onr families, of Interesting 
young ladies, as well as with family secrets?’' 
These questions have been made more pertinent 
by the disgraceful scenes of Saturday. 

How terrible is the evil the laws of the State 
permit, is shown by the following extract from tiie 
article in The Post of August 

There is another class of men who never pursue 
medical studies, but being impressed with an idea that 
there is ‘money in it,’ they send to a medical college and 
modestly request that for so much money a diploma be 
sent by return mail. The diploma comes duly to hand, 
is hnng in the office, and another beast of prey is let 
loose npon the community. But we hear some 
readers say: ‘Certainly such things are not done in 
Philadelphia.’ We will state some facts, and let the 
proper inferences follow. 

During the present summer we were informed by 
pharmaceutist that if any of oar yonng friends desired 
medical diplomas, he could furnish them from a regularly 
incorporated medical college in this city, no qualifica¬ 
tions except money being required. The proprietor of a 
French almanac in New A'ork advertises that he is 
authorized to fumi3h the diplomas of another medical 
institution. It ia not an uncommon thing for 

diplomas to visit the city during the winter’s 
and go from one institution to another, as men 
go to purchase goods, seeking for the best that can lie 
had for the least money. And they never go away with¬ 


out the des 

This custom became so general that last winter 

le of the first colleges in the country’ was “ obliged 
to announce that applications for the purchase of] 
our diplomas have been numerous ” It added : 

We cannot but think that if diplomas had not been 
sold heretofore, by medical colleges, applications would 
not be so numerous now. We, therefore, publicly 
announce, that our diplomas positively cannot be bought. 
It is to be regretted that several, whose applications 
rejected by us last winter, found no difficulty in 
obtaining their diplomas elsewhere." 

AYe believe that it is to this infamous custom of] 
selling to men without medical education certificates 
of fitness to treat diseases, that this city is cursed 
with the presence of so many such scoundrels as 
those who brutally insulted unoffending ladies at 
the Pennsylvania Hospital on Saturday. They 
come to this city to spend the winter in amusements 
to their tastes, and then go home to drug and de¬ 
stroy. 

And yet it is said that women are indelicate in 
wishing to study and practice medicine. The in¬ 
delicacy is on the other side, and it is wore than 


whose personal character she is ignorant, to 
prescribe for herself and children, after the fre¬ 
quent exposures of the crimes committed bv un¬ 
worthy members of the profession, is more than 
indelicate ; she is indecent and criminally reckless. 

A\ e presume the gentlemen who blackguarded 
j!®.l ad ' es ,°. n Sat urtay will get their diplomas. 
Their after life is not difficult to predict. Thev will 
recruit the ranks of the quacks who use their 
bought diplomas to deceive the credulous public. 
They will increase the number of the perjured 
physicians who swear that men they have never 
seen are lunatics, and for the sake of a bribe send 
sane men to mad-honsea They will obtain knowl¬ 
edge of the sacred secrete of respectable families, 
which they will meanly use for their own villainous 
purposea There is no crime against decency 
which such doctors are not capable of committing. 
For no one can justly ascribe the conduct of these 
students to the inexperience and passion of yonth. 
Hundreds of them banded together to insult thirtv 
modest, sincere, studious ladies, and were deliber¬ 
ately guilty of an offence of which a respectable 
Hottentot would be ashamed.

AYhether this credit was just 
or not, these young men owed it to the community 
in which they were merged, to the institutions to 
which they belonged, to the profession they had 
adopted, to sustain themselves with a decomm 
worthy the advantages extended, the home offered 
The authorities of the Pennsylvania Hospital 
have extended to female medical students the Bame 
opportunities for clinical observations, research 
and lectures, os they have all along granted to the 
males. On Saturday a number of these new can¬ 
didates for medical honors made their appearance 
to enjoy tbe courtesy extended. AYhether the 
male students were out in more than ordinary 
force does not satisfactorily appear, but their num¬ 
bers were formidable, running into hundreds 
Alter the lectures the males formed a line on each 
side of the walk, intending tho ladles to run the 
gauntlet oi their stares, and intending a salntatiou 
also. The ladies did not depart by the footwalk 
bnt took the cart-road.

A mock procession was formed 
and the insults kept np for some distance, against 
the remonstrances of persons in authority, and to 
the mortification of the more gentlemanly portion 
them 6 8tUdenta ’ f ° r there Wero 80,00 mcn a mong 
AVe shall not attempt to assign a motive for this 
insult to the female sex, to the institutions these 
students are attending, and to the community in 
which they reside. AVe shall not stop to inquire 
why these young men infracted and attempted to 
nullify regulations which were intended to open 
the secrets of science to all who showed themselves 
worthy to possess them. No motives can be as¬ 
signed, no reason can be given except what springs 
from that inappreciation of surroundings commonly 
called boorlshuess, or from that depravity of heart 
which we have chosen to call “ moral carditis.” 

The guilty parties in this case can never be¬ 
come honorable members of society until they put 
forth from them the proscriptive 'animosity they 
have shown, or nntl! they have purged their hearts 
of unmanly and degrading influences. They can 
never expect to become worthy members of a pro¬ 
fession which has just broken down the barriers to 
honest ambition, so long as they are actuated by 
that selfishness which is of weakness, and that 
antipathy which is of inferiority. 

Young men, yon have gained no victory bv seek¬ 
ing to triumph over struggling mind; encased 
though it was in a female shell. It is the same as 
yours-as subtle, as free—God-given. You cannot 
chain it by jeers, or trammel it by derision Every 
scoff will return to torture you. You cannot crush 
aspiration by belittling yourself. You may enter 
into honorable competition with members of your 
profession—even females—and, if you are worthy 
surpass them, but you cannot survive the attempt 
to crush those physically weaker. They may prove 
mentally stronger. 

You have come here in search of enlightenment. 

Is there any part of that you have received which 
could actuate you to insult ? Neither will any part 
of that you are to receive. Leave your natures at 
home, then; they are not safe ont of leading 
strings, or if you do bring them along don’t allow 
them to disgrace yon. Entrust them to the influen¬ 
ces which are to prepare yon for business, that they 
may be elevated even as yonr understanding is. 

Those women you insulted bore your hisses and 
your blackguardism in silence. Therein they 
proved themselves your superiors. They may re- 
main silent, but decency has a voice which cannot 
be suppressed ; so has that spirit of the century 
which demands the freedom of the mind from the 
thraldom of prejudice. Yon have made inquisitors 
of yourselves more odious than those who drew, 
aud burned, and quartered, because yon have oft 
fended at a time when bigotry is inexcusable, and 
when the brute has no excuse for domination over 
reason. You claim to be students of a liberal 
science, but you are not You have no apprecia¬ 
tion of your work, and cannot have until you have 
learned that science lifteth the heart and enno 
bleth it 

No great student of science ever demeaned him¬ 
self as you have done. Your appreciation of sci¬ 
ence presupposes the dismissal of everythin^ low 
and unmanly. Newton lamented because lie was 
not possessed of greater ability to lift men ud to 
heaven, but triumphed in the disposition that would 
not drag angels down. Can you connect the mo 
live which prompted you to insult females and 
smother yonng aspirations, with any principlesyou 
have imbibed while pursuing your studies ? No, 
every thought you gave your subject taught you bet¬ 
ter. Can you connect the meanness and the coward - 
ice of Saturday’s transaction with any of the prin¬ 
ciples,ideas, or emotions that make a Stille, a Gross 
or a Pancoast ornaments to their profession, to so¬ 
ciety,and benefactors to the human race? No. They 
spurn the disposition that would degrade science 
by narrowing its sphere, though it would be a just 
retribution if they would refuse to entrust you with 
a profession you have proved by your conduct you 
are not capable of appreciating.

To (he Editor of the Standard: 

Knowlno tbe deep interest you feel in the progress of 
our land movement in behalf or the blacks, I take the 
liberty of chronicling a few facts iii relation thereto, for 
the columns of The Standard. Allow mo to promise, 
that no one having had the opportunity I have had, to 
notice tho facts in reference to this matter, can for a 
moment argue that the work .of abolitionists is nearly 
done, and at the same time be a true friend of the South¬ 
ern freedmen. So far from the abolition of chattel 
slaver}’, being the wholo work to be accomplished, this 
work was but fairly inaugurated when slavery fell. I am 
free to say, with my experience on the subject, that if 
the design of the American Nation, is to leave the Freed¬ 
man where he was when emancipation was conferred 
upon him, It would have been better to have witheld 
from him that priceless boon. As well pull a man’s I 
house down over his ears, because it is a rotten and 
noisome dwelling, and then leave him shivering in the 
open air, shelterless and homeless. The Christian does 
not propose to strip the sinner or his delusive pleasures 
without conferring upon him more substantial ones, and 
in depriving the slave of his master’s care, we did not 
propose casting him upon the tender mercies of the 
world with none to bo interested in his welfare. I make 
these remarks because they lie at the basi 3 of 
have to communicate in the way of facts. 

About one week ago, on my plantation ln Columbia j 
County, Ga.,not far from one hundred of the sablo sons of 
toll in that county, assembled to hear from me the glad 
tidings of my successful efforts in their behalf, during 
tho past summer. Some six months ago, I bid them 
adieu, preparatory to my leaving that region for a 
season, lor the purpose of Interesting the Northern peo¬ 
ple in the subject of obtaining land for them to buy, on 
easy terms. They promised to follow me with "their | 
prayers, and to work energetically, and practice the ut¬ 
most economy during my absence, so that on my return, 
they might become the owners of a small portion of the 
soil, so long tilled by them. “Don’t foiget me Mr. 
Stearns, I want twenty-five acres," exclaimed many a 
dusky-hned brother of our little congregation, as I felt I 
them at that time. During my absence, unwearied 
efforts had been put forth by the “rebels” to dishearten 
them, by telling them that they would never see me 
again, and that my land wonld be sold to the rebels, but 
as one of them told me on my return, they “ believed in 
me, and believed in God,” and felt that all would yet 
be right, and they rigidly adhered to their determination 
to “ try hard for some land.” Words cannot express 
their wild enthusiasm on my return, and especially as I 
unfolded to them the grateful news, that through the 
liberality of their Northern friends, a farm of 1 500 acres 
was to be divided among them. Their jov'knew no 
bounds, and many a tear glided down their dusky cheeks, 
as I told them how the Lord had led me on step by step 
until the money had been obtained, not only to preserve 
this farm from the rebels, and thus enable me to continue 
my mission amoDg them ; but that the land was actually 
to be sold to them, in twenty-five acre lots, as they so 
ardently desired. If the kind friends in Boston and 
vicinity, who have so liberally cometo their rescue, conld 
have witnessed the scene which ensued on their knowl¬ 
edge of these facts, lam sure, it would have amply repaid 
them for their efforts in their behalf. As the name of I 
Photios Fisk was mentioned, as the principal one who 
had come to iheir rescue; no words can describe the 
gratitude they felt in their hearts towards him. I pre¬ 
sume that all the negro boys, born in onr neighborhood, 
for a year, will be named in honor of this noble man 
who came forward to the rescue of the blacks when nearly 
aU others, feared to risk their money in such a venture.

Tlie whole of it will be secured if desired by t 
mortgage on land, which will to-day bring at private 
sale $15,000; and on which there is already only $6,000, 
secured, making $11,000 in all The property as already 
promised to the blacks, will bring the owners over $20,- 
000 exclusive of over $5,000 worth of buildings—so that 
it is a good paying investment to any one. Excuse tho 
minuteness of this statement. I make it to show all in¬ 
terested, that this is no quixotic, or uncertain enterprise, 
but a clear and well-defined plan, on which have been j 
employed for nearly two years past, the brains or as sound 
practical men as this country can produce. Remember 
that every fool of this land is already subscribed for, and 
ardently desired, by leading blacks, with whom I have 
long been personally acquainted. I have so much confi¬ 
dence in tho men, and in their success, that I am willing 
to become personally responsible for every dollar invested 
in this enterprise, and will give nmplo security, Tor its 
payment in one or two years, provided it is left with me 
to manage the business. But I cannot become respousi-1 
bio for funds entrusted to pereous however well-meaning, 
who do not understand the Mule mlnutis of daily busi¬ 
ness, and are not carerni of every loose end, and thread. 
The most rigid economy is necessary on the part of those 
who control this matter, as iu all other matters, where 
success is expected.

Therefore if the full benefit of an entire 
winter and spring is not attainable, one should go South 
in the later, instead of the earlier, part of tbe Inclement
